REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
provide for the phosphor film, phosphor laminate and a method for making a phosphor laminate 
comprising a phosphor selected from (a) a rare earth activated alkaline earth phosphor (b) a rare 
earth or transition metal activated zinc selenide (c) a rare earth transition metal activated zinc 
sulfo-selenide with an aluminum nitride barrier layer provided on the top and/or bottom side of 
the phosphor wherein the barrier layer has a thickness in a range of about 30 nm to about 50 nm 
as recited in claims 1 and 2 1 . Additionally, the prior art does not provide for a thick film 
dielectric electroluminescent device comprising the phosphor as claimed in claim 23.
